TuuntoN, Boptember 18,—A caucns of Repub-
lican members of {he two Houses was held this
morning, st which no business of importance
wns transacted, exeept the appointment of
Messrs, Scovel and Curtis, of Camden, to offer a
tesolution iy each House to proceed to the elec-
tion of United Blates Seuator.

The Assembly met at 10 A, M., when Mr. G,
W. N. Curtis, of Camden, offered a resulution
that the House proceed to ballot for United
Btates Senator in the manner prescribed by the
recent aot of Comgress. Mr. E, M. While
{Pemocrat), of Morris, then offered a lengthy
protest, signed by every Democratic member,
against the proposed action.

It opposed the attempt to elect a Senator at
the present extra session, on the grounds that
no vaocancy existed, and that the present sot of
Congress, under which it is proposed to elect,
is unconstitutional.

The protest then reviews the events attend-
g thefelection of Senators in New Jersey since
the orzanization of the Government, and dwells
particularly on the election of Mr. Stockton,
condemning, in severe terms, the action of Lhe
United States Senate in depriving Mr. Stocklon
of & vote in the Senate while still being per-
mitted to retain ble seat,

The unconstitutionality of the act of Congress
is then argued at length. The argument that
M, Btockton receved only a minority of tae
votes of all the members of the two Houses of
the Legislature i= met by counter-argument,
that the new law of Congress renders it possible
for twenty-one members of the Leglslature,com-
posed of eighly-one members, to elect u Senator.

The unconstitutionality of the act ot Congress
is further insisted on, because a bare majority
of all the members of the Legislature may elect
a Senator al 8 joint meeting ot which no mem-
ber of the upper House may be present.

It further 1n#isls that the power of Congrees
to regulste the election of Senutors is limited to
prescribing the mere form of election, without
power 1o enforce u joint meeting of the two
Houses, and concludes as lollows:—

For (hese and other reasons we deny the right
of the present Lemsluture to choose a Senator
at all, and hercby enter our solemn protest
against all proceedings intended to attain that
end,as unconstitutional, invalid,and insalting to
the dignity and characier of our State and the
independence of our Legislature,

On motion, the protest wias ordered to be en-
teted on the minates.

The Assemubly then proceeded to ballot for a
United Stawes Senator. Hon, Alexander .
Cattell, of Camden, receiving thirty-thrae votes,

In accordance with the protesl, the Demo-
eratic members did not vote.

The result was aunouvnced by the Chair, amid
the applause of the spectators. The Assembly
adjourned to meet to-morrow morning,

The Senate assembled at 11 A. M., when My,
J. M. Becovel, of Camden, offered resolutions to
proceed to the election of United States Senator,

Mr. Henry Little, Demooratic Senator of Mon-
mouth, then read the protest signed by all the
Democratic members, except Mr, Kenunedy, of
Monmouth, It is similar to the one read in
the Assembly, which was ordered to be entored
on the journal,

The resolution of Mr, Bcovel was then adopted
by a strict parly vote, and the Senate proceeded
to bullot, Hon. Alexander (. Catlell, ot Cam-
den, recelving eleven voteg, no Democratic
members voting,

When Mr. Scovel's nume was oalled, the ex.
pectation was on li[)-toe. As be prononneed the
name of Mr. Caitell, there was a hearty round
of applause,

After adopting the concurrent resolution to
meet the Assembly ot noon to-morrow in joint
convention, the S¢nate adjourned.

Resigmation of Ex-Governor Jamea Pollock, the
Direotor — His Opiniots of the Prosident'
Policy—Mr. Pollock Will Not Sacrifice Ham
Manhood for Office, Ete.

My or THE UNITeD Stove,
Prruavenraia, September 14, 1864,

His Bxcellency Andrew Johnson, President of
the United Btatos.—8ir:—I hereby tender te
you my resignation of the office of Director of
the United States Mint, which I hold under the
appointment and commission of our late aad

ever to be lameuted President, Abraham Lin-
coln.

I cunnot approve your “Polioy,” as defined by
yourself in your late public speeches, and prac-
tically ifllustrated in deeds ol violence snd
blood by its advocates and defenders 1n Mem-
puis, New Orleans, and elsewhere, 1 cordially
and unhesitatingly approve of the Constitutionad
amendments proposed by Congress,

They embody the true pollcy of reconstruc-
tion—are just and more magnanimous tham
trensan hud any vight to expect or in justice to
demand, Their adoption, In my opinion,
wonld et once restore harmony and. peace to
every seotion of our country, T desre the eae-
lieat possible reconstruction of the Unlon, upon
the busls of truth, honor, justice, liberty, and
equality,

This will be done, and I will Inbor carnestiy
for its accomplishment; but in the name of the
putriot dead of the late war, and the living and
loyal millions who then stood and still stand by
the nation's flag, I protest against giving to the
late rebellions States a premium for treason and
rebeliion by inoreasing their political power,
or granting to unrepenting Rebels the right te
make laws for thelr antagonists; to govern the
true friends of the Union, whilst in their hate
of freedom they disregard the rights of eman-
cipated milllons, and deny to the loyal citizeas
of the United Statea the ordinary privileges of
American citizenship,

I cannot sacrifice my manhood for office, nor
will I approve, under any circumstances, that
which every sentiment and feeling of my heart
coudemn, I regret the neoessity that compels
me to address you thus. 1 oould say more; [

can say no less, Longer silence would be dise
honor,

I will delay sending this until your return te
Washington.

—By the 2d sociion of the nct of Assembiy approved

The Conatitution having deciared that the citizem
ihall pay within two yearss State or county tax
in order that he may be quabfied to vote, me
nct of Assembly can be constitutional which
deprives the oitizen of the right to pay either
a State or county tax. And it is Ka duty
of the Heoeiver of Taxes and his deputies
to receive and receipt for either a Btale o
county lax, motwithstanding any provision com-
tained m the aot of Assembly o1 17th of April,
1668, and ll‘l{ of the provisions of said sot w
interfere with the constitutional nght of the oitisem
to pay the State or county tax, duly assessed for
the present year, are absolutely null and vold.

The Legislnture have, ho wover, declared that tax
receipts heretofore given by Aldermen shsll not be
teken av evidenee ot the paymont of the tax.
